and Ecok both men to the Po Leung Kak; 
that there the prisoner was, looked up, and, 
the day being Sunday, was kept there until 
the following day, when he was sent dowa 
to the Rogistrar-General’s office, and. from 
thera to the Police Station, I am ex- 
tremely doubtful os to the existence of 
the other two men. They have disap- 
peared. Nobody has seen: anything of 
them. -1n the statement contuined in the 
letter which was forwarded tw the Regis~ 
trar-General there is not a word sbont 
anybody except the prisoner and the com- 
platnant, and it seems to mo rather as 
if the dotestive Mok Chi, thinking he 
might have. exceeded hia duty, has tried to 
resolve the matter into a squabble. between 
four patties, with the view of giving the im- 
pression that they remained in the ‘Tung Wa 
at their own pleasure and were in no way 
detained, It ie most important thet the 
Po Leung Euk should understand that 
action af this kind that E am supposing to 
have taken. place is wholly illegal. ‘Lhey 
hnye not fhe slightest right to detain any- 
body oa eny charge. Their duty wos to 
hand the mon over to the polic& at onoe. 
The more. direct the road to justice 
the more probable it is that justice will 
be dunej. and if this. kind vf tortuous 
course iy pursued and # circui.ous 
road taken to bring aman tu justice the 
difficulties in finding out the truth uf the 
matter are greatly increased. I gravely
